Secretary of State George 
Sbultz has failed to significantly 
narrow differences with the So- 
viet Union on the nature of an 
international peace conference 
to resolve the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. 

This was reported to Israel's 
ambassador to Washington, 
Moshe Arad, during a meeting 
with Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murphy on Wednesday. 

Murphy told Arad that the talks 
between U.S. and Soviet officials 
last week were “not productive,” 
and that the Soviets were “rigid™ in 
their attitudes. 

The Soviets also indicated, Mur- 
phy said, that they were refraining 
from issuing visas to the Israeli con- 
sular mission to Moscow because 
the requested “terms of reference™ 
for the mission, as formulated by the 
Foreign Ministry, were too broad 
and had not been agreed on be- 
tween the two countnes. 

Murphy also confirmed that 
Shultz would not be coming to the 
Middle East in May. He added. 
however, that Shultz and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard Shevard- 
nadze planned to meet again in Ge- 
neva on May 11-12, to discuss Mid- 
dle East topics in advance of the 
scheduled May 29 superpower 
summit.

Torahim Abu Ata surprised Police 
officials yesterday morning in the 
Jerusalem Magistrates’ Court by re- 
questing that the case apainst the 
merchants be postponed.

The police charged that Abu Ata 
went back on a deal he made with 
them the day before, according to 
which the merchants would have 
pleaded guilty on two connts of vjo- 
lating military orders. They would 
have received heavy fines and a sus- 
pended jail sentence. 

Abu Ata denied yesterday that he, 


had ever agreed to such a deal. 

Violating a military order carries 
a maximum sentence of two years in 
prison. The merchants are charged 
with violating two orders: one issued 
on Saturday, obliging them to open 
their shops all day, and another is- 
sued the next day, ordering them to 
remain closed from 2 p.m. ἴο 7 p.m. 

Police attorney Shaul Naim did 
not object to the request for a post- 
ponement, but requested that the 
case not be delayed for longer than a 
month since it was of public interest. 
Judge Aharon Simha scheduled the 
next hearing for May 29. 

Ail 14 merchants have been re- 
leased on bail. The security forces 
are preventing the merchants from 
opening their stores from 2 p.m. to5 
p.m. — the only hours that the un- 
derground leadership of the uprising 
allows them to open ~in an attempt 
to break the four-month-old com- 
mercial strike in East Jerusalem.

What applications do the Jessons 
chemical warfare in the Iran-Iraq 
war have for the Arab-Israel con- 
flict?

some analysts call “a poor man's 
bomb.” A worst-case scenario of a 
Syrian chemical strike would be a 


dolt-out-of-the-blue attack against . 


Israeli military and civilian targets in 
order to achieve an early advantage 
in the opening stage of a surprise 
attack. 


This latter strategy would be con- 
sistent with Soviet military doctrine. 
as Levran has noted. Indeed, the 
Pentagon's annual survey Soviet 
Military Power illustrates how a Six- 
ties’ vintage Soviet Scud missile -- 
known for its terrible accuracy — be- 
comes a far more effective weapon 
when its conventional warhead is 
replaced with 2 chemical one. The 
Pentagon diagram shows how one 
Scud missile can contaminate an 
entire runway on a Nato airbase. 
Certainly by forcing Nato or Israeti 
pilots and ground crews to wear un- 
comfortable protective clothing. 

such chemica! attacks at the outset 
a. hostilities can reduce the effec- 
tiveness of their air forces. 

Many factors will go into a Syrian 
decision to use chemical weapons. 
Israel's retaliatory options will un- 
doubtedly figure mest prominently 
in Damascus's considerations. An- 
other major factor will be the reac- 
tion of the international community. 
and above all the superpowers. 

Hf Syrian strategic aims in a future 
conflict are total military victory. 
then this international factor will not 
be so important. But if. as is more 
likely, Syria pursues a limited-war 
strategy similar to that of Savat in 

1973, then world opinion will play 
an important role in solidifying even 
small military gains in the diplomat- 
ic process. If chemical warfare is 
firmly condemned by the world 
community. the translation of mili- 
tary success — gained through chemi- 
cal attacks -- into political results will 
be far more difficult for the Syrian 


leadership. 11 is difficult to imagine 
the same budding relationship be- 
tween president Sadat and secre- 
tary of state Henry Kissinger at the 
end of the 1973 Yom Kippur War 
had the Egyptians attacked with 
chemical weapons. 

For these reasons, U.S. policy. in 
particular, on the chemical issue and 
on iraqi violations of the Geneva 
protocol may well affect future pat- 
terns of conflict in the Arab-Israeli 
sector. Since 1984, Washington has 
tried to maintain a difficult balane- 
ing act: it has condemned the use of 


.z chemical weapons by [raq. without 


2 compromising its policy of neutral- 
E ity on the war. 


τᾷ To its credit, the U.S. in 1984 
Ἑ banned the export to both Iraq and 
~ Iran of chemical compounds that 


could be used in the manufacture of 
chemical weapons. In 1986, similar 
curbs were placed on U.S. chemical 
exports t0 Syria, largely out of con- 
sideration for their possible transfer 
to Iran. The U.S. has, moreover. 
privately raised the issue of the ex- 
port of such compounds with West- 
ern European countries whose 
chemical companies liad extensive 
involvement in the establishment of 
Traq’s weapons industry. 

But in the aftermath of the Iraqi 
massacre of its Kurdish citizenry at 
Halabja, American evenhandedness 
could be dangerously misinterpret- 
ed as an acceptance of chemical war- 
fare in cases where American inter- 
ests run up against international 
principle. 

While stating its condemnation of 
chemical warfare, the State Depart- 
ment also mentioned that “there are 
indications that Iran may also have 
used chemical artillery shells in this 
fighting.” Placing fraq and Iran in 
the same basket, it called on both 
countries equally “to desist immedi- 
ately from any further use of chemi- 
cal weapons....” In fact, while inde- 
pendent third parties have 
confirmed fraqi chemical attacks in 
the past. no such confirmation has 
yet been made regarding Lranian at- 
tacks with chemicals. 


Even the State Department's lan- 
guage about the I[ranians cited 
above is less than convincing. Plac- 
ing Iraq's chemical-warfare abuses 
in the same category as unproven 
charges regarding Iran only weak- 
ens the American condemnation of 
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chemica! warfare as a whole. It also 
sends the wrong signal to potential 
abusers of the Geneva protocol: that 
under certain political conditions, 
the breakdown of the international 
regime against chemical warfare will 
be overlooked. 


This sort of misinterpretation of 
American policy might be further 
assisted by the U.S. military's own 
chemical-warfare plans. After a 17- 
year ban on the production of toxic 
munitions in the U.S. imposed in 
1969 by president Nixon, the De- 
fence Department has authorized 
the production of new advanced bi- 
nary chemical weapons largely in 
response to the Soviet Union's supe- 
riority in this field.

Whether they succeed in affecting 
the Middle East cannot be certain. 
With the widespread use of chemical 
weapons by Iraq in its war with Iran, 
the Middle East has entered into a 
new Strategic situation. This new 
chemical threat has been magnified, 
furthermore, by the proliferation of 
delivery systems, such as ballistic 
missiles, that can conceivably cause 
damage to the civilian rear of most 
Middle Eastern states. 


The current chemical threat, like 
the nuclear threat that may become 
common throughout the region in 
coming decades, means that Israel 
will increasingly have to rely on de- 
terrence. All Middle Easterners wil! 
have to live with the reality of the 
potential destructive capacity of 
their enemies. Certainly unambigu- 
ous condemnation of those clearly 
violating international conventions 
on chemical warfare will make this 
new strategic situation considerably 
more stable.

He points to the Ashkelon sum- 
mer camp organized by the Labour 
and Welfare Ministry for kids from 
Gaza and from Lebanon, and the 
fact that local residents continue to 
commute to jobs in Gaza, just as 
Gazans continue to take the oppo- 
site route. 

“Also. Ashkelon residents con- 
tinue to patronize Gaza merchants, 
auto mechanics. even dentists. The 
Tealities of daily life, it turns out. are 
stronger than anything else that 
happens.™* 


ON THE national scene. Dayan 
concludes, “A distiction has to be 
drawn between terrorism and other 
policy issues. With respect to terror- 
ism, there is a national consensus 
that you must fight it as strongly as 
possible, root it out, liquidate it, 
initiate operations to prevent its suc- 
cess. 

“But this needn't sway us from 
the effort to seek a political solution 
to the conflict. We are a strong 
country, and we have to assure that 
we remain strong. But we also have 
to be consistent and uncompromis- 
ing in our struggle for peace. 

“What we have to make clear is 
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that the eventual signing of a peace 
agreement would constitute the 
greatest victory of the State of Israel 
over the Arab world. 

“And moderate religious people 
must take the lead in spreading this 
message. professors, rabbis." says 
Dayan, a supporter of the Netivot 
Shalom movement of dovish obser- 
vant Jews. “They have to stand up 
and say that peace is the highest 
value of Judaism, that respect for 
the rights of all human beings is 
fundamental principle of Judaism, 
and that sanctification of life takes 
precedence over the sanctification 
of land.” 

In view of speculation that Dayan 
would have been nominated for the 
Knesset list had the the old back- 
room Labour nomination system 
been retained, does he have second 
thouglits about the new system? 

“Absolutely not. As a first step, I 
believe in it, and 1 believe that it 
should be refined into a system of 
‘primaries, so that eventually alj 
;party members, not only regional or 
branch leaders or members of the 
central committee will be able to 
make the decision.”

Nonetheless, the initiative prom- 
ises to remain the comerstone of 
U.S. policy in the area in years to 
come. And the distinct -- if stow and 
ponderous -- change in Soviet atti- 
tudes might herald a joint super- 
power stance vis-d-vis the Middle 
East in the not-too-distant future. 
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LUTFY MASHOUR, editor-in- 
chief of the mass circulation Arabic 
weekly 4s-Sennara, pointed to the 
reams of typeset material waiting to 
be “sent to the censor’s office in 
Jerusalem. 

“1 don’t know how much of this 
will be cut and what we will be af- 
lowed to use," he mused. 

According to Mashour, the Naza- 
reth-based give-away. which relies 
on advertising for its income, is the 
most heavily censored newspaper in 
the country. 

More often than not. we are pre- 
vented from printing stories which 
subsequently appear in the Israeli or 
foreign press. It has reached the 
point where sometimes. when we 
resubmit news items that have al- 
ready been published in Israel and 
abroad, permission is still] refused," 
said Mashour. 

“Freedom of expression’ and 
‘freedom of the press’ are big words 
with profound meanings. We are 
just trying to de our job, and we are 
being stifled.” he declared. 

Mashour maintained that the atti- 
tude of the censor towards his news- 
paper was unrealistic, as well as ‘‘i}- 
Jegal. undemocratic and immoral. 
It's the equivalent of the kind of 
legislation in a banana state -- not ἃ 
free, democratic country,” he said. 

“They don't seem to realize that 
cutting the news in our paper, or 
closing off areas in the territories to 
the press in general, does not solve 
the problem or make it go away. It 
doesn't alter the reality. On the con- 
trary. it will only lead people to 
believe that the situation is more 
serious than they had originally 
thought. Alternatively, it may well 
be thar the problem is worse than 
the authorities care to admit. and 
therefore it is more’ worthwile to 
clamp down on the press, despite 
the stigma this creates, But whatev- 
er happens, the news has a way of 
coming to light.” he concluded. 

“We have a whole vocabulary of 
words and phrases such as inti- 
fada or shaheed (martyrs) that we 
are forbidden to use, but they ap- 
pear frequently in the Israeli and 
foreign press and in newspapers in 
the territories,” he maintained 

Mashour's 14-year-old daughter, 
Yara. a pupil at the American 
School in Nazareth, wrote a compo- 
sition relating to events in the terri- 
tories. The story referred to an im- 
prisoned Palestinian youth who sent 
greetings from jail to his mother on 
Mother's Day. 


The limits of force in dealing-with violence 


“In the story." Mashour said, 


“Yara wrote that the boy apologized 
to his mother for not being able to 
send her flowers. adding that al- 
though he was young, he had be- 
come old and worldly-wise. The boy 
told his mother that he still loved 
fer but not as much as before, be- 
cause now he had another mother: 
the land.” 

As-Sennara tried to publish the 
essay, but the censor spiked it. Simi- 
larly. an article written by a leading 
theologian, Dr. Jerise Khouri of the 
Tantour Christian Institute near 
Bethlehem, also found its way onto 
the spike. 

“Dr. Khouri wrote about Jesus 
and how Herad tried to kill him, and 
he mentiqned in passing that Chris- 
tian Arabs were also Palestinians. 


.This particular phrase was not to the 


censor's liking, and the entire article 
was cancelled,” claimed Mashour. 
He noted that it is forbidden to 
leave blank spaces in the paper. in- 
dicating that an article has been cen- 
sored. “On that particular occa- 
sion,” he recalled, “we put in a 
picture of Santa Claus crying.” 


THE KHOURI article was subse- 
quently resubmitted to the censor, 
who gave the okay to publish it. 
although the papet was not so fortu- 
nate in othercases. “In last manth’s 
edition, we tried to publish a story 
that the mayor of Nablus had re- 
signed.” said Mashkour. “It was 
stopped by the censor. Of course. 
the same story later appeared in the 
Israeli and foreign press.” 

Mashour maintained that the cen- 
sor’s use of pen and eraser not only 
discredited his newspaper but actu- 
ally endangered it and the staff. 

“Our aim, when As-Sennara was 
established, was to publish an inde- 
pendent newspaper ~ not funded by 
the PLO or any political party -- 
which would report as accurately 
and objectively as possible on mat- 
ters of moment and also provide a 
service to advertisers and readers in 
all fields of life,” be said.. 

He claims that the paper has ad- 
hered to that aim, “but lately, our 
task has been severely hampered by 
the censor, especially in matters re- 
lating to the territories. It is very 
dangerous for us, as a responsible 
newspaper, to come out with an edi- 
tion which makes hardly any men- 
tion of the problems and the events 
that are occurring in the territories. 
as if nothing is happening while 
Rome is burning. Apart from not 


being able to do our job properly, it 
makes it appear as if the newspaper 
is an organ of the establishment, and 
this is highly damaging and danger- 
ous.” 

He noted that a rival paper had 
recently printed an article by a lead- 
ing Israeli Arab who criticized As- 
Sennara for not writing about events 
(from the Arab side) in Kfar Beita. 
“OF course we did, but it was cen- 
sored,” said Mashour. 

As-Sennara editor Atallah Man- 
sour cited more of the “myriad™ in- 
cidents of censorship which he 
claimed were hamstringing the 
newspaper. “One of our correspon- 
dents wrote a fictional descriptive 
piece about a camp where detainees 
are held. It didn’t say where the 
camp was, what place, what coun- 
try, nor did it give the year. The 
“account went into details about the 
state of facilities, the lack of ameni- 
ties, and the conditions generally. 
The story, of course, was spiked by

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the censor,” said Mansour, who is 
also a senior journalist for Ha’aretz. 

“In order to get something in the 
paper about the situation in the de- 
tention camps in the territories, we 
used the report compiled by Amnes- 
ty International, which was far from

THE ROOT of As-Sennara's 
problem, according to editor-ixt- 


chief Mashour, lies in the fact that it - 


is the only Israeli Arabic newspaper 
which is distributed in bulk through- 
out Gaza and the West Bank, as

The paper was originally founded 
in 1973 as a magazine, but folded. It

60,000-copy circulation. In addition 
to its small, full-time staff, it has

‘Originally, we had been told we 
did not need a permit, but after a 
while, circulation was stopped by 
the Civil Administration. After 
eight months of persistence, -and 
with the intervention of government 
Officials, we received permission to 
distribute the paper in the West 
Bank and also m Gaza, by the au- 
thorities there.

CAN CIVIL disturbances be put down by a mild 
use of force. e.g., through baton charges, rubber 
bullets or tear gas? Patrick Wall. professor of neu- 
rology at London University, has examined the 
rae in Northern Ireland. His conclusion: 

ere, at least. violent methods served little pur- 
pose. Neither side was able to subdue the other. 

“But I do not want to draw any paraliels with 
Israel,” be adds. “Each case is different. Each 
situation is unique. Each day is unique.” 

What does he recommend in our present situa- 
tion? 

First of all, discarding the idea that knocking 
people abuut does no real harm. It causes physical 
and sometimes mental injury lasting a long time. It 
therefore creates long-term resentments. “All I 
recommend is that the ruling authorities take these 
facts into account.” 

He gave evidence before a commission appoint- 
ed by the British government to examine the legal- 
ity of interrogation methods used by the police in 
Northern Treland. Prisoners had been subjected to 
isolution. sleeplessness, intensive noise. They had 
been made to stand immobile for long periods. 

Professor Wall was part of a group of five, in- 
cluding psychiatrists and prison officers, who testi- 
fied against the employment of cruel methods.

The commission voted by a majority of two to 
one that the existing practices were legal and justi- 
fied. But the authonties decided to give them up all 
the same. 

“The commission sat in the early Seventies," 
said Wail.

“Can a soldier trapped in a violent confrontation 
be expected to count the metres before pressing the 
trigger? At least five deaths have occurred in 
Northern Ireland from the use of rubber bullets. In 
one case, a press photo showed the rifle being fired 
from a distance of one metre; needless to say the 
impact was lethal. There have also been cases of 
bodily injury. brain damage. blindness, etc.” 


PROFESSOR WALL believes that violence -- 
whichever side uses it — causes escalation. “The 
Norther Irish conflict began in 1969 as a non- 
violent civil-rights movement, directed against 
anti-Catholic discrimination in council bousing and 
7005."

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THE DEFENCE offered by John 
Demjanjuk's Icgal team was 
doomed to failure.

Assad and Arafat - The |Compassion and 


Demjanjuk’s 


last hope 


Harvard University's Professor Alan Dershowitz, described by Time magazine as 
America’s ‘top lawyer of the resort,’ has been carefully following the Derajanjuk trial. 
The defence strategy was doomed to failure, he argues, offering what he believes to be 
Demijanjuk’s onty defence — and last hope. 


is one that simultaneously chal- 
lenges different genres of evidence. 
That is precisely what the Demjan- 
juk defence tried to do with its at- 
tacks on the authenticity of docu- 
ments, the memory of eyewitnesses 
and the relevance of Demjanjuk’s 
obvious lies. 

‘The kind of defence that has a far 
better chance of success is the sin- 
gle-focus attack on one type of evi- 
dence. In the context of this case, 
the defence would have had to ac- 
knowledge the authenticity of the 
ID card (which placed him at Traw- 
niki and Sobibor but not at Treb- 
linka) and to admit that he had been 
part of the SS killing machine at 
Sobibor. Then be could have fo- 
cused his attack exclusively on the 
eyewitness testimony. 

If he had been at Sobibor and nor 
at Treblinka, then nearly all the re- 
maining evidence against him — with 
the exception of the eyewitness tes- 


timony — could be admitted and logi- 
cally explained. His pattern of lies to 
the Americans is as consistent with 
his having been a guard at Sobibor 
as with having been Ivan the Terri- 
ble at Treblinka. 

The same is true of his tattoo scar, 
well as his alleged “admissions” 
(except for the highly speculative 
inference concerning his statement 
about his interrogators trying to 
move him toward Treblinka). 

Had he acknowleged the authen- 
ticity of the card and his presence at 
Sobibor, then the only issue would 
have been whether he was part of 
the killing apparatus at Sobibor or 
Treblinka. Instead, the issue be- 
came whether he was an innocent 
PoW at Chelm or Ivan the Terrible 
at Treblinka. 

Since his Chelm story was prepos- 
terous on the face of it and contra- 
dicted by documentary, eyewitness, 
false-alibi and admission evidence 


Mideast’s hostile allies. 


SYRIA’S PRESIDENT Hafez As- 
sad and PLO chairman Yasser Ara- 
fat continue to hate each other, even 
after their official reconciliation. 
The reasons for their five-year hos- 
tility could not disappear in a three- 
day visit. The two men know one 
another too well to believe in hugs 
and declarations of goodwill. Ara- 
fat’s statement that “there are no 
differences among the one family” is 
πὸ more correct today than it was 
the day before his visit to Damascus. 
There are many differences in this 
family, and often the members 
drown them in blood baths. 

From an Arab point of view, the 
Syrian-PLO rapprochement is a mis- 
leading pretence. Syria has never 
given up its attempt to hold the Pal- 
estinians under its control. This poli- 
cy was the main reason for the initial 
distrust between Damascus and the 
PLO. 

Nevertheless, there is some evi- 
dence that the reconciliation, pho- 
ney as it is, may lead to substantive 
consequences. It must be borne in 
mind that history shows that quite 
often, actual developments differ 
from the original aims the protago- 
nists had in mind. 

Despite their lack of esteem for 
each other Assad and Arafat have a 
shared interest in the Palestinian up- 
rising in the administered territo- 
ries, and its intensification, in addi- 
tion to terrorist attacks on Israel, 
suits them both. 

The essence of the ideological 
grounds for Syria's inter-Arab policy 
zations is to be expected. More 
ended, either by peace or by war.

This is the justification of the un- 
conditional rejection by Syria of the 
Egyptian-Israeli peace process, and 
the rationale for the increase of ter- 
rorist activity along and from the 
border between Lebanon and Isra- 
el.

THE INTER-ARAB intrigues are, 
not that important from Israel's 
point of view. What Jerusalem 
should really worry about is that a 
potentially hostile coalition is now in 
the making. The Damascus-PLO 
axis may be so dangerous to Hussein 
that Jordan cannot be counted out 
of the coalition. In that case, one 
wonders what might do. 

The new missiles acquired by a 
moderate country like Saudi Ara- 
bia, as well as the missiles luced. 
by an extreme country like A 
a new dimension to the risks of war 
and to Arab bellicosity. The state- 
ment that Syria and the PLO are 
preparing for “joint action to back 
the uprising” is the beginning, not 
the end, of a new, dangerous phase 
in the history of the Arab-Israel 
conflict. - 

The assassination of Abu Jihad 
was not the reason. Neither were 
the disturbances and the uprising. 
At the most, those events supplied 
the scenic decoration. The name of 
the game is the freeze of the peace 


process. 

It is about time to lend an ear to 
the lesson of history. There is no, 
room for a permanent, or a long- 
term, freeze. A situation of no-war- 
no-peace is, by its very nature, tem- 
porary. Sooner or later it will be 
ended, either by peace or by war. 

The first steps towards reviving 
the Arab war coalition have already 
been taken. 

But unlike a Greek tragedy, there 
is no fateful predetermination on 
the stage of history. We can change 
the direction or the developments, 
bat first of all we must acknowledge 
reality, make up our minds, and 
dare to advance towards peace. 

With all the risks involved, this 
road is much safer than the 
alternative.

Inflation and price controls 


ANYONE keeping an eye on recent 
Price developments must reach the 
Conclusion that a virtual revolution 
in the institutional set-up of the mar- 
ket is essential to down infla- 
tion. Unless the power of cartels and 
Monopolies to set prices is broken, 
inflation will remain high. Unless 
the market is exposed to competi- 
tion, Israeli firms will continue pass- 
ing on to consumers the high costs 
stemming from low productivity and 
faulty management. 

Textbooks teach economists that 
price controls are a bad thing. But 
the textbook model has never been 


‘a realistic one. It assumes something 


called “perfect competition,” some- 
thing which has never existed, at 
least not in Israel. The Israeli econo- 
my has always been dominated by 
cartels and monopolies and there- 
fore competition is only theoretical. 
In many cases, a monoply, like Du- 
bek, dominates the market. Or the 
market is dominated by a few com- 
panies, which reach formal or infor- 
mal arrangements on prices and 
quality. 

“Competition” was and is only a 
word. For banks, fuel companies, 
cooking oil manufacturers, choco- 
late makers and a tlie Aa dw long begs of 
industries, the name 
always been protectionism, er 
zation and “cost-plus™ pricing. Prof- 
its have been high, wages for most 
of the workers have been fow, and 
executive salaries have had no rela- 
tion to the position of the firms or 
the remuneration of the workers. 


“There has been no incentive for 


greater efficiency. 

The Treasury says it wants to re- 
duce the power of cartels. But given 
their power and clout, this promises 
to be a long-term effort. What 
should be done is to reintroduce ex- 
tensive price controls, while at the 
same time continuing to strengthen 
Teal competition. 

Therefore, the Treasury was: too 
hasty when it decided to lift price 
controls on most of the goods in the 
economy. The producers and mar- 


keters of cooking oil were only too 
happy. In the past three months, the 
price of cooking oil bas gone up by 
40 per cent. A bottle of cooking oil 
which cost NIS 1.55 in December, 
costs NIS 2.16 today. And this is 
only one example. 

Tomatoes are another. The price 
of tomatoes rose by 43 per cent in 
March. It is not hard to understand 
what happened. Demand was up 
due to Passover and prices went up 
correspondingly. 

‘The question is: Why not import 
tomatoes? The answer is that local 
growers and Tnuva have to much 
power to let that happen.

Years and years 
of living with cartels and monoplies, 
in addition to 12 years of galloping 
inflation, have created a twisted 
consumer mentality in this country. 
This explains the so-called “‘compe- 
tition” among marketing chains that 
has taken the form of expensive 
credit being offered to clients, in- 
stead of in price reductions. 

Israelis apparently still believe 
that what is expensive is better. In ἃ 
seminar held several days ago, the 
head of the Koor Trade Food Divi- 
sion, Shlomo Shavit, said that in 
reaction to the introduction of 
Koor's Vered Hagalil chocolate to 
the market, Elite raised the price of 
its own chocolate by 20 agorot. It 
then offered the chains the extra 20

FOR THE PAST.week or so reports from both overseas and 
Jerusalem have been carrying the news that the highly popular 
Vienna “drop-out” option, long available to siy y Isra- 
el-bound Soviet Jews, is available to them no longer. 

This, as the result of an agreement reached by Israel with 

Romania, the Soviet Union and the Netherlands -- with the 
latter because it represents Israel's interests in Moscow. Under 
the new arrangement, Soviet Jews who propose to leave their 
country on the strength of invitations from family members 
here, would be required to first fly to Bucharest. There they 
would obtain their visas and then proceed directly to Israel. 
ae ἰοαρ τουϊεᾷ Bucharest option had come at least close to 
reality. 
Yesterday these reports, or rumours, were flatly denied by 
the Foreign Ministry's spokesman to whom they had been 
partly attributed. True, conversations were being held with the 
Soviet, Romanian and Dutch governments about direct flights 
by Jewish emigrants from the Soviet Union to Israel via 
Bucharest. But so far there had been no basic change in the 
itinerary of Soviet Jews emigrating to Israel. 

This much pranted, what nevertheless emerges is that some 
change, however slight, has already occurred in the “itinerary” 
of Jews leaving the Soviet Union. And by agreement among 
the governments concerned. 

That a few score Soviet Jews have recently made their way 
to Ben Gurion Airport through Buchazest, is readily conceded 
even in Jerusalem. In the eyes of some Moscow Jewish activ- 
ists, however, the change goes beyond those few score. During 
the past three weeks. they claim. Soviet Jews seeking to 
ethigrate have been told that their “itinerary” now runs 
through Bucharest, not Vienna. Plainly. it is much harder, and 
less desirable, to “drop out™ in the former than in the latter 
capital. 

But is all the fuss about the “drop-outs” justified on either 
practical or moral grounds ? Strong objections to the new 
arrangement-in-the-works could be expected, and most of 
them have not failed to be sounded already. 

Moscow activists have hastened to warn that the arrange- 
ment will backfire, because if Israel is their only alternative 
emigration-minded Soviet Jews will rather stay in the Soviet 
Union. In Jerusalem, the Soviet Jewry Information Centre has 
predicted that the arrangement will force Jews to come to 
Israel against their will, causing this country nothing but 
embarrassment. All that still remains to be beard is the voice 
of American-Jewish activists who believe that it is Israel's 
bounden duty to help Soviet Jews realize their fundamental 
human right of travelling wherever they wish. 

These are arguments which do nothing to help the just cause 
of Soviet Jewry. 

Israel is ποῖ᾽ ἃ travel agency, and its one bounden duty is to 
do everything it can. if not more, to assure that as many Soviet 
Jews as possible are enabled to make their home in the Jewish 
state. Soviet Jews who take a ride to the affluent West on 
Israeli affidavits are not merely guilty of fraud, but may be 
endangering the chances of those would-be.Soviet Jewish 
emigrants whose destination is truly Israel. Soviet Jews who 
are unwilling to grant Israel so much as an opportunity to 
prove itself, are free under the Kremlin‘s new rules to be 
reunited with family members in countries other than Israel. 
Those among them who think so little of Israel that they would 
rather stay in Moscow or Minsk than try Jerusalem or Arad, 
might as well stay where they are. 

If the once shining promise of Soviet Jewry's homecoming is 
to be realized, it is not enough for Israel to keep prodding the 
Kremlin into opening its gates wider for the exodus of its Jews. 
The Jews of the Soviet Union must themselves take the fullest 


advantage of such opening as there is.

On that date 
the visas of the Soviet mission here 
expire, and senior sources in Jerusa- 
lem have indicated that if the Sovi- 
ets do not grant visas by then, their 
mission here will be made to leave 
the country.
